SURPRIZING are the Exploits which we 
read of in the Accounts of the old Grecian 
Republicks, and in the Hiſtory of ancient 
Rome — The Love of their Country ani. 
mated them with incredible Valour, and 


led them on to Victory, fearleſs of Danger 


or Death, — AND,

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Ap, if Greece and Rome could produce 
ſuch illuſtrious Examples of Patriotiſm ; O, 
may it never be ſaid, that We of this Na- 
tion, who have a better Conſtitution of Go- 
vernment, and an infinitely better Religion, 
ſhould be backward in defending them! — 
What Reproaches, what Infamy will our 
Poſterity juſtly load us with, if we do not 
tranſmit to them the ſame Liberty, the 
ſame valuable Privileges and Bleſſings, which 
were conveyed to ud by our Anceſtors! — 
And if we are not degenerated, if we have 
not loſt that intrepid Spirit ſo peculiar to our 
Nation, — if we ſtill dare be free; — this is 
the very Seaſon, — the very Crifis, — for 
ſtanding up in Defence of our Freedom. — 
The Enemy of our Liberty and our Faith is 
armed for our Ruin; and induſtrious in 

Preparing Fetters for our Minds, as well as 
for our Bodies. But let that Man be 
covered with everlaſting Guilt and Confu- 
ſion, that can heſitate one Moment which 
to prefer, a Life of Freedom under our pre- 
ſent mild and gentle Government, and a 
pure Religion; or a Life of abject Slavery | 
under an imperious arbitrary Monarch, and 
an idolatrous Syſtem of Faith.

involved i in Diſputes with his Britiſp Sub- 
jects, the Papiſts in treland, with an unpa- 
rallel d Cruelty, plandered and maſſacred 
above forty. thouſand Proteſtants in leſs than 
one Year; ſporting inhumadly at their dy- 
ing 3 and barbarouſly inſulting the 
deat Bodies. — And, to compleat their 

bloody 
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bloody Triumph, they made ſuch dreadſol 
Havock, that, in the Space of three Years, 
more than three hundred Thouſand Engliſh 
and Proteſtants either periſhed by Tortures, 
or were driven naked from their rs in- 
to Baniſhment. 2 

Tusk are Images chat muſt Ell us wit 
Horror, and raiſe all our Indignation againſt 
that Church, that propagates the pure and 

peaceable Religion, of our Lord Jeſus'Chriſt 

by ſuch cruel and inhuman Methods.—By 
this we may be taught what we might ex- 
pect from the preſent Invader of our Peace ; 
who comes enraged for paſt Injuries,” and 
brings his Religion from the Pope himſelf;

WHATEVER. Promiſes he may make, 
That he would preſerve the Conſtitution in 
all its Branches; yet no Man will ſuffer 
himſelf to be deceived by ſuch ſpecious Ap- 
pearances : — Since we are fully acquainted | 
that, according! to the Tenor of his Faith, 
he ust break through all the Aifurances 

and Engagements this he makes. For tis 
a Maxim in the Church of Rome, That no 
Faith is to be kept with Hereticks. And, 
when they deſtroy Proteſtants, whom they 
ſtigmatize with the opprobrious Name of 
H ene they call it a meritorious Action, 
the Cauſe of God, and doing God Service. 

O BLESSED Jeſus! — dial thou ſo ſe- 
YOu rebuke * Diſciples, who were” for

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calling dum Fire from Heaven on the un- 
believing Samaritans? . — And yet does the 
Church of Rome claim the Preference of all 
the : Chriſtian World, for propagating her 
Faith by Maſſacres and Flames? Sure- 
ly, it never can be agreeable to Jeſus Chriſt, 
the everlaſting Prince of Peace, that Men 
ſhould be converted to his Doctrine by Tor- 
tures and Torments, inflicted by Perſons void 
of all Senſe of Tenderneſs, and Humanity,

Nol my. Brethren, however necefliry 
theſe Cruelties may be to compel Men, bet- 
ter inſtructed, to embrace the Corruptions 
of the Church of Rome; yet they are utterly 
repugnant to the Deſign and Tendency of 
the Word of God. And, therefore, 
we hope, that from this Conviction, and 
the Experience of paſt Ages, we ſhall all 
continue to unite and exert ourſelves, in our 
ſeveral Places, tooppoſe the Danger, and pre- 
ſerve our excellent Conſtitution. And, 
if we may judge of Conſequences. from 
that laudable Spirit of publick Love and 
Loyalty, that fo univerſally prevails among 
us; we ſhall, by the Bleſſing of God upon 
our EndEavours:: be able to bear down all 
Oppoſition,” and to ſettle ourſelves on a 
farmer Baſis tor the Time to come, 
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WurREFoRE, Let every Man charge it 
upon his Conſcience, to do his utmoſt, in 
that Sphere where his Intereſt lies, for the 
publick Benefit, — For as there is no Man, 
even in the loweſt Station of Life, but may, 
in ſome Meaſure, hurt the Society, by a- 
bandoning or . oppoſing its Intereſt ; — So, 
when our Hearts and Hands are united in 
the ſame laudable Purſuit of ſecuring the 


publick Tranquility, we ſhall have but lit- 
tle Reaſon. to dead the Attempts of our 
Enemies. | | 


LET us, then, for our own Sakes, as 
well as for the Sake of God and his holy 
Religion, conſpire to preſerve. thoſe Laws 
and that Liberty, wherein out-Happineſs, 
above all other Nations, confiſts And; 
unleſs we do this, there is no other Alter- 
native, we muſt become Slaves ourſelves, © 
and enſlave the Generations yet unborn. 

LET us defend the IIluſtrious PRINCE 
now on the Throne of theſe Realms. We 
have given him Aſſurances of our Fidelity 
by an Oath, by calling upon God Almighty 

to witneſs for the Truth of our Promiſes. 
And may Heaven proſper us in the Exe- 
cution of them! 'That ſo He may lon 
reign over us, bleſſing, and being bleſſed 
by, a grateful People: — That the Crown 
may deſcend in a quiet uninterrupted Suc- 
ceſfion to his remoteſt Poſterity ;—That the 
Nation may be bleſt with Peace and Secu- 
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
